NOISE OF EXPLODING

Langley Field, Va., May ¢#.—The 
Army’s fighting birds unleashed their 
talons of war here today and literally 
tore the enemy to pieces.

70 Planes Take Air at Once. 


The high lIight of the demonstr.- 
tion came this afternoon when more 
than 70 planes took the air at one time 
and attacked 2,000 ground targets rep- 
resenting troops on the march and a 
train of motor vehicles. The »-ffect 
was disastrous as, firs’, 23 attack planes 
from Fort Crockett swept out of the 
skies, each streaking four ribbons of 
death from its front machine guns. 
Close to the ground they straightened 
out, quieted their guns, and dropped 
250 pounds of bombs each. Before the 
dust had cleared away the bombers 
flying high, came within range and 
like the fabled roc released huge eggs. 
Through the columns of smoke darted 
the pursuit planes, blazing away with 


machine guns and releasing small 
bombs.

|Leonard W. Bonney, Who Flew With Wright and 
Beachey in Early Days, Loses Life Testing 


Curtiss Field. 


Curtiss Field, N. Y., May 4 (A.P.).— 
Leonard W. Bonney, a pioneer aviator. 
was carried to his death today when 
his strange wing-flapping airplane 
crashed in its first flight. 

Bonney, who was taught to fly by 
Orville Wright, called his craft the 
Bonney Gull because he had shaped 
its wings as closely as possible to those 
of the sea bird. 

A large crowd witnessed the take-off 
and cheered as the ship left the ground 
after a run of approximately 400 feet. 
jt rose about 50 feet and appeared to 
function excellently ‘for a distance of 
3,000 feet. 

Just as the ship cleared the boundary 
of the field, it suddenly nosed down 
and crashed on the old Westbury Golf 
Course » Bonney was picked up wncon- 
scious 50 feet from the wreckage of his 
plane. He died at the Nassau County 
Hospital, Mineola. 

Both wings were broken off the ship 
and the plane broke in two in the 
plunge Before the wreckage could be 
taken back to the field Souvenir 4unters 
had removed several parts”

two years in designing and bullding the

Thousands Flee for Life 
As Great Dam Crumbles

Greenville, S. C., Water System Embankment Sends 
Huge Stream Down the Saluda River Valley. 
Piedmont Residents Warned Out. 


Greenville, S. C. May 4 (A.P.).—Sev- 
eral thousand persons. residents of the 
South Saluda River Valley, along a 
50-mile stretch, late tonight fled for 
their lives az some 5,000,000,000 gallons 
of water, breaking through the new 
earth dam of the Greenville water sys- 
tem, threatened their homes and lives. 

Six other dams were in the path of 
the expected torrent and it was feared 
some of them might break loosing 
other billions of gallens of water on 
the resident: of the valley. 

Although at a late hour tonight the 
dam had not actually gone out, accord- 
ing to H. W Perrv. superintendent of 
the city water works, it was expected 
that the structure would collapse at 
any time. 

Hundreds of residents of the valléy 
probably owe their lives and safety of 
their property to quick action on the 
part of B. W. Anders, an inn-keeper at 
the cove. Anders noting the leak at 
6:30 o'clock tonight started the effort 
to get al] persons out of danger ‘and 
protect property. 

He warned Dr John Perdue anc Dr 
John Parker, Greenville physicians, 


who were fishing four miles below the 
dam. They fled and escaped the flood, 


reports reaching here said, but late to- 
night had not returned to the city 
They were reported marooned on the 
flooded Geer Highway beyond the 
river. 

After warning the fishermen Anders 
hastened along the valley warning near- 
by farmers and other residents. 

The dam, 700 feet long, 140 feet high, 
and 50 feet thick at the base, this 
afternoon showed signs of weakening 
about a drain pipe in the center 
Superintendent Perry was summoned 
immediately and reached the scene, 31 
miles north of here, and in an tsolated 
section. shortly before 10 o'clock to- 
night. , 

Meanwhile, word oj the menace was 
telephoned to all towns along the val- 
ley and couriers were sent to warn 
residents at outlying points. Steps 
were taken to strengthen dams at 
Greenville, Piedmont Ware Shoals, Pel- 
zer and Belton.

The Gibson bill to drive local diploma 
bills out of business was approved by 
“the House District committee after an 
@xciting hearing last night. Before ap- 
proving the measure, however, the com- 
Mittee added two amendments. 

The bill, as amended, would permit 
correspondence schools to award degrees 
provided they specify on the degree tha 
it was won through a correspondence 
course. However, no degree may be 
awarded for a correspondence course in 
medicine, even though it be specified 
that the course of study was of the 
correspondence variety. 


Executive Session Held. 


The bill empowers the Board of Edu- 
cation to pass on all degree-awarding 
achools. Under its terms no school 
could operate here unless the board ap- 
proved it. 

The bill was approved by the com- 
mittee after Chairman Zihlman had 
ordered an executive meeting of the 
committee. At the open meeting rep- 
resentatives of the Potomac Univer- 
sity, a local schoo: which teaches the- 
ology by mail, wage‘ a strenuous fight 
against the bil! in its original form. 
It was understood later that they fa- 
vored the measure as it finally was 
approved. 


Holds School Diploma Mill. 


Miss Pearl McCall, assistant United 
States attorney, ceclered the Potomac 
University was a diploma mill and 
charged Representative Nelson (Repub- 
lican), of Wiscons:n. with halting a 
grand jury investigation of it. Nelson 
and Ernest W. Porter, president of the 
school, accused Miss McCall of “per- 
secuting” the school. 

At one point Porter became so exer- 
cised that Representative Gilbert 
(Democrat), of Kentucky. warned him 
to refrain from “heroics.” 


Subcommittee Approves 


Bill for Free Textbooks 


The Reid subcommittee on education 
of the House District committee apv- 
proved four bills dealing with the pub- 
We achiils last night. All four pre- 
viously had been approved by the Sen- 
ate District committee. 

Most important of the bills was one 
t provide free textbooks for high 
schools. The second bill approved 
would protect members of the Board cf 
Filucation from being sued as indi- 
viduals for acts of the board as a whole. 

The third bill would amend the 
teachers’ salary act so that the Board 
ef Education could require junior high 
school teachers to take examinations 
before they could claim: a senior high 
school salary. Under the act they now 
claim the higher salary as soon as they 
have won a college degree. The fourth 
bill would exempt school employes from 
the $2,000 salary limitation that is.now 
in the law.

JAPANESE TROOPS CUT OFF 
IN FIGHTING AT TSINANFU

Chefoo Also Is Uneasy. 


Chefoo is uneasy owing to the arrival 
of southern Troops at Weihsien. Five 
American destroyers and one British and 
one Japanese warship are there. 

The Japanese casualties in «wester- 
day’s fighting are 5 dead and 28 wound- 
ed—all soldiers. 

The southern Chinese armies at 
Tsinanfu total 40,000 men. After an 
agreement had been reached with Gen- 
Chiang Kai-Shek, the Chinese nation- 
alist commander, by Gen. Fukuda, com- 
mander of the Japanese forces, guaran- 
teeing the protection of foreigne . fur- 
ther looting began at 10 a. m, yester- 
day, with firing on both sides. The 
southern Chinese used grenades, with 
which several divisions were equipped. 
Even a‘ter a second agreement had been 
reached firing was resumed in the after- 
noon. and continued until yesterday 
evening. 

The Japanese identify the looters as 
chiefly under Gen. Ho Yen-Tze, whose 
five divisions were identified in the at- 
tack. This general is reported to be 
violently antiforeign.

Shanghai, May 4.—Although Marsha! 
Chang Tsso-lin, the Peking dictator, has 
offered to lend every assistance to the 
Japanese to extricate their garrison of 
3,000 troops and approximately 2,000 
civilians from Tsinanfu, it is considered 
doubtful here whether a relief force 
will be able to reach Tsinanfu in time 
to effect a rescue, since the Nationalists 
in the last few hours have brought up

forces to reach Tsinan, which Is approx- 
imately 200 miles inland, tn time to 
effect a rescué. 


Reports on Casualties Differ. 


The reports regarding casualtics con- 
flict, but the Japanese losses are placed 
at 5 officers, more than 30 noncom- 
missioned officers, and a considerable 
number of men killed and wounded, 
while a large number of Japanese 
Civilians caught outside the Japanese 
barriers are reported to have been mas- 
sacred 

The Chinese casualties likewise are 
unknown, but unconfirmed reports from 
Nanking place the dead and wounded 
among the military and civilians at 800 

Latest reports state that the Japanese 
civilians are barricaded within the Jap- 
anesée consulate and thé Japanese club 
but communications have been cut off 
between the Japanese consulate and thie 
commercial section of the city, which 
Japanese troops are trying to defend

SUBSIDIES ASSAILED 
IN EDUCATION SESSION 


Eleventh Annual Meeting of 
American Council to 
Close Today. 


Questioning the wisdom of Federal 
subsidies for education, Dr. C. R. 
Mann, directof of the American Coun- 
cil of Education which opened its 
eleventh annual meeting yesterday at 
the National Research Council, said he 
Opposed Federal aid in the form of 
money grants. He asked that instead 
the Government support the Bureau of 
Education's “Research and Information 
Service.” 

“Granted that Federal subsidies are 
helpful to communities in paying the 
costs Of public schooling,” he said, 
“do the benefits therefrom derived 
compensate for the loss in powers of 
self-government and for the deaden- 
ing of local responsibility for manag- 
ing their own affairs?” 

Scholarship was seen as an increas- 
ingly important factor itn the selection 
of college graduates for positions in 
the industrial world, by R. I. Rees, of 
the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. Rees told the educators that 
“scouts” sent to colleges by business 
concerns to offer positions to promis- 
ing seniors grade the prospects on re- 
liability, personality and mental capac- 
ity. 

The meeting opened at 10 a. m. and 
will continue through this morning.

J. J. Tigert, Commissioner of Educa- 
tion; Dr. 8S. P. Capen, Dr. J. H. Mac-

: Dill and Knowles Attack U. S. 
Policy, While Fish Upholds 
It, in Banquet Talks. 


CIVIL RULE IS DEMANDED 


Both sides of the Nicaraguan inter- 
vention question were freely digcussed 
last night at the Women’s International 
League’s banquet at the Willard 
Hotel, when the administration's policy 
was both praised and condemnei by 
the speakers. 

Senator C. C. Dill, of Washington, 
and Horace G. Knowles, former United 
States Minister to Roumania, Serbia, 
Bulgaria, the Dominican Republic and 
Bolivia, vigorously attacked the Presi- 
dent and the State Department [» re- 
taining Marines in Nicaragua, while 
Representative Hamilton Fish, of New 


York, denied the charges against the 
Gov: ‘ont of imperialism, and as- 
ser! inat the occupation of Nicara- 
gua was for great humanitarian pur- 


poses. 

Declaring the charge that the United 
States is endeavoring to exploit Nica- 
ragua Is “an absolute falsehood,” Rep- 
resentative Fish said that there is 
nothing in that country to exploit, and 
that if the United States was impertal- 
istic, it would have taken over Cuba, 
Nicaragua and Mexico long ago. 

He stated that the biggest issue in 
the world today is the achieving and 
maintaining of world peace, and the 


substitution of law and justice for 
force. 
Senator Dill charged the President 


with usurping authority in keeping the 
Marines in Nicaragua and declared that 
the precedent is one which is likely to 
involve this country in difficulties with 
greater powers if it is not repudiated. 

Miss Jane Addams, international pres- 
ident, who presided, and Miss Dorothy 
Detzer, executive secretary, also made 
Short addresses. Representative Victor 
L, Berger, Socialist representative from 
Milwaukee, was one of the guests of 
honor. 

At the afternoon session of the league 
a resolution was adopted demanding 
the establishment of a civil rather than 
a military commission in Nicaragua 
and reiterating the league's opposition 
to Marine intervention. 

Other resolutions adopted indorsed 
the Burton resolution forbidding the 
shipment of arms to nations at war and 
commended Secretary of State Kellogg 
for the lead he has taken In promoting 
the multilateral antiwar treaties.

Division Engineer’s Aid Ob- 
tains Temporary Writ to 
Halt Prosecution. 


COURT ORDERS HEARING 


The North Takoma siding contro- 
versy, which has been the cause of a 
continuous wrangle for two months 
between the business and other ele- 
ments in Takoma Park, Md., came to 
a head yesterday when H. E. Routen- 
berg, assistant division engineer of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co., was 


arrested by town police on a charge 
or trespassing on public property upon 
a warrant signed by Justice of the 
Peace Samuel R. Kyle, when the rail- 
road company attempted to unload 
into waiting trucks a car of coal that 
had been consigned to the Washington 
Missionary College and switched into 
the siding. 

Routenberg, when arraigned before 
Judge Kyle, demanded a jury trial and 
posted $100 collateral for his later ap- 
pearance in the Circuit Court at 
Rockville. He was arrested, as a rep- 
resentative of the railroad company, 
for violating a recently enacted town 
ordinance that makes it a misdemeanor 
to use the approaches to the siding 
and unloading platform for purpose of 
loading or unloading freight cars. 

Immediately upon his release, Rou- 
tenberg, with H. B. Hendrick, of 
Takoma Park, vice president of the 
town chamber of commerce, went to 
Rockville, where, accompanied by 
Charles F. Prettyman, attorney for the 
railroad company, they obtained from 
Judge Robert B. Peter a temporary 
injunction restraining the Town of 
Takoma Park from making further 
arrests under the prohibitive ordinance. 


Prettyman then applied to Judge 
Peter for a permanent § injunction, 
hearing upon which will be given at 


a later date. 

Representatives of the railroad com- 
pany said yesterday that the coal car 
was switched into the siding for the 
purpose of causing the arrest to be 
made in order that the question of the 
right of the railroad company to use 
the siding may be decided by courts 
They said the company intends to take 
the case through all courts until final 
and absolute disposition is made of 
the matter. 

The railroad siding occupies a por- 
tion of a narrow strip of land which 
is said to have been dedicated to the 
Town of Takoma Park many years ago 
as a public park. Mayor Ben G. Davis, 
in obtaining the passage of the ordl- 
nance prohibiting the use of the land 
for other than park purposes, said that, 
under the general law, he could not 
do otherwise than preserve the land 
for public purposes, and that under 
the ordinance he could do nothing less 
than cause the arrest of tresspassers. 

H. I. Thorgton, president of the 
Takoma Park Chamber of Commerce, tn 
a statement yesterday, said he has been 
authoritatively informed that 30 days’ 
notice must be given to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and shippers 
throughout the United States before 
such sidings may be eliminated as a 
shipping and receiving point. He also 
said members of the chamber of com- 
merce believe the North Takoma siding 
to be indispensable to the welfare of 
the town, although that body is op-

NEW CONCESSION WON 
FAOM PARIS..ON FILM 


Imports to Be Unrestricted 
Up to 60 Per Cent of Last 
Year’s Releases.

Paris, May 4 (A.P.).—American mo- 


|tion picture films will be admitted to 
| France free of all restrictions up to 60 


per cent of last year’s American release 
in this country under. the terms of an 
agreement reached today with the 
French film control commission. 


Imports in excess of 60 per cent will 
come under the regulation requiring 
importers asking for licenses to buy at 
least one French film for every seven 
pictures tmported. That film may be 
sold anywhere outside of France and 
must not necessarily find a market in 
the United States. 

The concession granted by the film 
control commission this morning is 
even more liberal than that attained 
yesterday, which tn itself was regarded 
as a compromise distinctly favorable to 
he American producers. At the close 
of the sessions yesterday it had been 
agreed only that seven films might be 
imported, for.every French film ex- 
ported. 

Will Hays, tn commenting on the 
situation after the final meeting with 
the subcommittee of the film control 
commission said: “At meetings held 
May 3 and 4 with the Cinema Control 
commission certain modifications of 
regulations established by the com- 
mission under the decree of February 
18 were adopted. To these modifica- 
tions American industry has given its 
assent. 

“We are assured the commission will 
proceed in a liberal spirit in its ap- 
plication of the provisions and regu- 
lations to the end that the closest 
sympathy and continuous harmony of 
action may be advanced and main- 
tained between French and American 
industries, American industry will co- 
operate most earnestly with such ef- 
forts. ‘

The luncheon was the first opportun- 
ity the airmen have had to talk about 
each other. They told the Advertising 
Club of their great adventure, the baron 
lauding his shipmates, Maj. Fitzmaurice 
praising Capt. Koehl’s ability as a pilot 
and Koehl commending Fitzmaurice for 
his part in the long air voyage. 

Sir Charles Higham, British adver- 
tising man, praised the three as new 
emissaries of good will linking three 
great. nations by their achievement.

Ironic Replies to Pope. 


Although Premier Benito Mussolini! 
ordered all the Fascist papers to keep 
silent in the controversy over 
Fascist assumption of all 
prerogatives, the ban apparently was 
lifted today. The first papers came out 
with fronic replies to the Pope’s letter 

For instance, Impero says 
“A warlike nation, such as Italy, 
use of guns. We do not want 
young women, who will 
Italians, to faint every time they pass 
the window of a hardware store which 
sells revolvers and rifles. 
should be used to the sight of guns 
and know how to use them. We do 
not want, either, to have women who 
will advise soldiers to run away from 
the enemy. and prefer to save their 
own lives rather than save their coun- 
try, as happened during the great war 
at Caporetto.” 

As an indication that the Fascist 
rovernment thinks the Vatican has 
gone too far in its attacks on Fascist 
educational methods, especially the 
physical training of girls, the govern- 
ment Iet down the bars on all replies 
to the Pope everywhere today. This 
was in contrast with the fact that two 
days ago when the Pope's letter was 
published all the Fascist papers were 
prohibited by the police from men- 
tioning or commenting on it. One 
paper in Bologna which reproduced the 
Pope's letter was sequestered. The dis- 
patches of foreign newspaper corres- 
pondents were delayed for many hours 
while the government was deciding 
what to do in the matter. 


Pagan Practices Seen 


The Vatican atteck today, which gives 
an indication of the beginning of a 
consistent campaign, was a subtle and 
tronic article in Osservatore Romano. 
The article declared that such a spec- 
tacle as today’s athletic contests, with 
girls running, jumping, wrestiilng and 
shooting, was comparable with the cor- 
rupt times of pagan Alexandria. It was 
a full classical allusion to the epicure- 
anism, corruption and vice characteriz- 
ing the pagan world at that time, 
against which the church struggled, and 
which, by allusion, the article indicates 
the church still is struggling today. 

Times have not improved, implies the 
article, which cites St. Clement of Alex- 
andria, one of the early church fathers, 
and his contemporaries, and their pro- 
tests as good examples to follow now. 
The reference to St. Clement apparently 
is made to show that the church 1,700 
years azo used the same vigilance about 
the pagan and Spartan athletie prac-

President Coolidge has been giving 
careful study to the two measures and, 
as far as he has ascertained, neither 
has been revised sufficiently to meet 
the objections he previously had raised 

He regards the farm measure, which 
yesterday formally was sent to confer- 
“ence between the House and Senate, as 
still embodying the fundamental prin- 
ciples to which he has expressed strenu- 
Ous disapproval. As to the flood bill, 
he believes that but little has been done 
to meet his views. 


Few Objections Eliminated, 


Of the changes effected in the farm 
bill, the President feels that only a 
handful of the provisions that led to 
his veto of the measure last session 
have been eliminated. In addition, he 
looks upon these revisions as only inci- 
dental and not touching upon the 
principal features to which he objects. 

The farm bill’s equalization fee ma- 
chinery for crop stabilization is the 
chief point disapproved by the White 
House. Opposition to this feature was 
stressed in Mr. Coolidge’s veto message 
on the former measure and at the same 
time attention was called to an opinion 
by Attorney General Sargent that the 
fee was unconstituticnal. 

Mr. Coolidge likewise regards the 
flood bill at embodying many points 
of an objectionable nature. Despite the 
valiant effort by House administration 
leaders to revise the measure to con- 
form to his views, he feels that but 
little progress wags made. He had hoped 
to talk with members of the House 
and Senate conference committee re- 
garding the measure, but the managers 
completed. their work in record time 
and opportunity for a discussion of dif- 
ferences was missed. 


House to Approve Report. 


Meanwhile, the conference report on 
the. Mississippi measure moved to the 
verge of its last step in the legislative 
journey at the Canvitol.

LENROOT DEFENDED 
FOR UTILITIES WORK 
BY ONE OF HS FAN 


Elisha Hanson Says Former 
Senator Was Engaged Before 
Walsh Asked Inquiry. 


FORMER AMBASSADOR 
EXPLAINS ABOUT BOOK 


Furnished Data, He Writes 
Commission; Hearing Laid 
Aside Until Wednesday. 


(Associated Press.) 

After a session in which it received 
explanatory letters from two persons 
mentioned im previous testimony and 
had heard one witness, the Federal 
Trade Commission yesterday recessed 
until Wednesday its investigation into 
the financing of public utility power 
companies. On that date it will turn 
its attention to Ohlo, Georgia and 
Florida utility publicity organizations, 

J. S&S. S. Richardson, of New York, 
former director of the Pennsylvania 
public service information committee, 
was the one witness yesterday, testify- 
ing concerning that committee’s cam- 
paign agains. government ownership. 


He took the stand after the commission 
had filed in its records letters ela'o- 
rating on previously disclosed pay- 
ments of 826,000 to former Senator 
Lenroot of Wisconsin, and 87,500 to 
Richard Washburn Child, writer and 
former Ambassador to Italy. The 
money was paid by the joint committee 
of national utilities associations. 

Child informed the trade commt- 
sion that he wished to “make it clear 
that I never sign my name to any ex- 
pression not my own, nor do I receive 
undisclosed fees for any personal ex- 
pression of mine.” 


Explained by Richardson. 


Richardson, on the stand at an @ar!l- 
ter hearing, lad said that Child re- 
ceived the money for compiling a book- 
let expressing opposition to the Boul- 
der Canyon Dam project, and that Dr. 
Frank Bohn had received $1,800 for 
editing the publication which was then 
issued under Bohn’s name. 

The former ambassador’s letter de- 
clared he had been employed “for my 
advice and counsel and to marshal the 
facts in cooperation with other attor- 
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neys” and ‘that he, had specified that 
the booklet was ndt to bear his name. 

Elisha Hanson, of the Washington 
law firm of Lenroot, Hanson, Smith & 
Lovett, advised the commission by let- 
ter that former Senator Lenroot was 
not employed to oppose the Walsh reso- 
lution as had been testified by Ira L. 
Grimshaw, of New York, assistant di- 
rector of the joint committee. 

Hanson said that the firm was re- 
tained’ by the joint committee before 
the Walsh resolution was introduced in 
the Senate. He did not define what 
services,the firm had rendered the cora- 
mittee 

Richardson, who has been publicity 
director of the joint committee since 
May, 1927, testified that while he was 
director of the Pennsylvania commit- 
tee he conducted a survey of textbooks 
jin public schools, disseminated public- 
ity against Government ownership ot 
Muscle Shoals and Boulder Dam, and 
said -that all the State and national 
utility publicity organizations main- 
tained a vigilant watch over the ad- 
vocates of Government ownership. 


Other Witnesses Summoned. 


He testified that he was able througn 
Dr. Theodore J. Grayson, of Philadel- 
phia, to have a course in public utill- 
ties established at the University of

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SUBSTITUTE SHIP BIL

Jones-White Measure Expect- 
ed to Reach Final Vote Be- 
fore Adjournment Today. 


HELPS PRIVATE OWNERS 


(Associated Press.) 
The Jones-White bill, designed to de- 
velop a privately-owned merchant 
fleet, was taken up yesterday by the 


House with the expectation of reach- 
ing a final vote before adjournment 
today. 

The measure was framed by the 
Merchant Marine committee and ‘sub- 
mitted as a substitute for the Jones 
bill which was approve several weeks 
ago by the Senate. 

While the Senate measure provided 
a continuation of Government ship- 
ping operation Yor the present, the 
House committee bill proposes a more 
rapid development of private owner- 
ship. Under the terms of the latter, 
a fund of $250,000,000 would be es- 
tablished from which loans would be 
made up to three-fourths of the con- 
struction cost of a vessel on a twenty- 
year payment basis. Mail contracts 
would be made more attractive and 
Merchant Marine naval reserve pay 
would be doubled. 

Representative Bland (Democrat), 
Virginia, called upon the newspapers 
of the country to “vroclaim to the Na- 
tion the extreme need of restoring 
America’s flag on the seas.’ Bland, to- 
gether with Representative Wood, an 
Indiana Republican, asserted emphat- 
ically that the prosperity of agricul- 
ture and manufacturing in this coun- 
try depended to a large degree on an 
adequacy of American bottoms to carry 
thelr products to foreign markets.

, SENATOR WALSH WITHDRAWS. 


The withdrawal of Senator Thomas J. Walsh 
from the presidential race helps powerfully to 
sconfirm the general opinion that Gov. Smith 
“is almost as good as nominated already. Sena- | 
tor Walsh’s withdrawal does not release any 
alelegates to Gov. Smith, but it has great moral 
‘effect, because the Montana senator not only 
<oncedes victory to the New Yorker but vir 
tually becomes his supporter. He acknowl- 
edges “the futility of advancing the claims of 
‘any other to party leadership” and thus by 
trong inference accepts Gov, Smith as his 
feader. Senator Walsh can net be expected, in 
view of the wording of his withdrawal, to | 
espouse the cause of any other candidate. 

‘ Shis withdrawal is a broad hint to Senato) 
Reed, of Missouri. “It futile for you to 
advance your claims to party leadership” is 
the message from Walsh to Reed. “The Vemo- 
frats desire Gov. Smith as their candidate. 
You may as well withdraw, as I do,” 

* Senator Reed, however, has a sizable batch 
Of delegates, which distinguishes his candidacy 
from that of Senator Walsh; and no doubt he 
has reason to believe that he would be the 
beneficiary of any accidents that might happen 
to the Smith candidacy before or during the 
convention. So he announces that he will 
not withdraw. 

> Thus the Democratic convention will have 
before it two candidates who are credited with 
wet leanings.

CONGESTION IN CONGRESS, 
The legislative outlook in Congress 
as promising as it was some weeks ago. Then 
members of the House and Senate were con- 
gratulating themselves that all of the supply 
bills were well on the way to passage and that 
they wére prepared to consider other major 
legislation. Today, with the date of the first 
national] convention virtually a month 
Congress is no better off than it was in March. 
Three of the appropriation. bills have become 
law. The others awaiting final action. 
Only two major measures have been sent from 
the Capitol to the White House. More than 
half a dozen bills of critical Importance have 
progressed at the further 
ference.

Despite the fact that Congress has done so 
little in five months, it would still be possible 
to clear the calendar if anything like 
unanimity existed upon measures of national 
necessity. The fact is that not only is there 
sharp division of opinion in Congress on many 
of the remaining measures, but several of them 
are threatened with a presidential veto. It is 
possible, therefore, that a situation will arise 
that will make final action on many of the im- 
portant bills impossible. ‘This likelihood will 
be increased if a filibuster is made by op- 
ponents of proposed legislation. 

Some of the proposals at present before Con- 
gress can not be postponed because.of a fili- 
buster. ‘The Nation demands their solution 
and will be certain to look with disfavor upon 
those members of Congress who shirk the duty 
and responsibility of working out an acceptable 
solution. If Congress finds that it can not 
transact the necessary business of the country 
prior to the two political conventions leaders 
of the House and Senate should not hesitate 
to move a recess instead of an adjournment. 
The political aspirations of senators and repre- 
sentatives may be important, but the needs of 
the country are paramount. 


PERSONAL LOANS. 


The National City Bank, the largest insti- 
tution of its Kind in the United States, an- 


nounces the organization of a personal loan 
department. Through it money will be ad- 


vanced to Salaried individuals facing temporary 
financial stringency, without collateral security 
aud at 6 per cent interest. There will be no 
additional charges of any sort whatsoever, and 
the borrower will receive a small rebate made 
up of interest paid by the bank on the weekly 
or monthly deposits repaying the loan. 

The announcement serves to climax the New 
York loan shark and Salary buyers’ investi- 
gations. For months officials have been gath- 
ering a great mass of evidence against un- 
scrupulous loan sharks who take advantage of 
sickness or other misfortune to advance money 
at usurious interest rates. Many of them have 
been driven out of business. Others have been 
driven to cover. Consequently there has de- 
veloped in New York a dearth of borrowing 
facilities for small laried individuals, al- 
though no facilities at all were far better than 
such facilities as had been offered by the 
usurers. 

As far as it went the New York campaign 
against loan sharks and salary buyers should 
be rated successful. Yet borrowing facilities 
must be made available to salaried workers. 
against whom misfortune strikes and with 
whom emergencies calling for extra expendi- 
tures frequently develop, and* unless such 
facilities had been made available it is prob- 
able that the loan sharks in-short order would 
have been doing business as usual. The Na- 
tional City Company steps into the breach. 

The experiment will be watched closely. 
The small borrower never has had adequate 


us intention to outline his per- 
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gate, however, his financial needs run into 
considerable volume, and unless the adminis- 
trative expense of the National City’s personal 
loan department is exorbitant, it is probable 
that a hitherto undeveloped remunerative field 
of banking will have been opened . Other 
banks, in New York and elsewhere, ae likely 
to follow suit. The benefits to the smal) bor- 
rower in such a development are obvious. With 
every individual, rich or poor, as with every 
business, occasions arise in which extra capital 
is absolutely necessar’. The economic system 
should be so arranged that such capital can: 
be obtained from a reputable lender, at réa- 
sonable cost, whenever needed.

HENRY HUDSON, 


A touch of the glamour of old-time romance 
attached to the unveiling a few days ago 
of a window to the memory of Henry Hudson 
in the little church of St. Ethelburga in 
Bishopsgate street, London. It was in that 
church that Master Henry Hudson and the 
seamen who were to accompany him in April, 
1607, on his venturesome voyage for the dis- 
covery of a passage by the North Pole to Japan 
and China communicated... Hudson was then 
in the service of the Muscovite Co. and the 
undertaking on which he was then engaged is 
sufficiently explained by the first title of that 
organization, which was: “The Mystery and 
Company of the Merchants Adventurers for 


the discoverle of regions, dominions, islands 
and places unknown.” 
Between 1607 and 1611 Hudson achieved 


his great work. His second voyage, that of 
1608, was also made for the Muscovy Co., but 
in 1609 he took service With the Dutch Kast 
India Co. and commanded their ship, the Half 
Moon, in tis quest for the northeastern passage 
Barred by ice, he turned west and south until 
he came to the site of the present City of New 


| carrying 


York, and thence explored, up the point 
where the City of Albany now stands, the noble 
river that still bears his name. 

By these three voyages 
vinced that the northwest passage was more 
feasible than the northeastern and in search 
of the former he set out in his last ship, the 
Discoverie, on the voyage from which he never 
returned. The last glimpse we get of the 
intrepid mariner is given us in the sad story 
of a mutinous crew who cast the commander 
and eight companions away in an open shallop 
with a few tools and a little food. 

No name more honored among early 
Arctic than that of Hudson. The 
great bay which was called after him furnished 
the appropriate title for a famous trading com- 
pany established some 60 years later to develop 
the territorles which he had discovered, It was 
therefore, quite in keeping with the fitness of 
things that the window unveiled in memory of 
Hudson was the gift of the “Governor and 
Company of Adventurers of England Trading 
into Hudsen’s Bay.”’

AUTOMOBILE 


FOREIGN INDUSTRY. 


Andre Citroen, the Henry Ford of France. 
recently described to the American Club of 
Paris the influence that American methods 
of mass production have had upon the French 
automobile industry. In an attempt to pop- 
ularize American methods, he said, the Citroen 
works had sent more than 100 of its empluyes 
to. the United States to study ®ystems and 
methods. In addition, the Citroen factory has 
organized classes in English that have proved 
popular, and American trade journals and ab- 
stracts are circulated constantly, 

There have been persistent rumors abroad 
that the European nations were planning to 
organize a huge automobile cartel by whicb 
American importations might be regulated. 
Several days ago it developed that the plans 
had collapsed. It is believed in this country 
that the European manufacturers have decided 
to accept the American plan of international 
cooperation toward the enlargement of the 
automobile market instead of making compacts 
and creating organizations to restrict and ap- 
portion production. The Citroen speech before 
the American Club deepens this impression. 

The American motor car has been popular 
in Europe because it is a good automobile. It 
has outsold the European product because ij is 
more powerful, quieter, equally as handsome, 
and generally better suited to provide ccm- 
fortable and reliable transportation. 

Let the European manufacturer build a car 
as good as the American and he will have the 
advantage in his own market. Let him .copy 
American methods, as Andre Citroen has done. 
adapting them to whatever circumstances 
there may be peculiar to his country or prod-

There is a pleasant story, says the 
Manchester Guardian, from Paris about 
a Russian scientist who has succeeded 
in making “the inanimate bodies of 
men and animals transparent and in- 
visible.”

Will Hurry Trial. 


Counsel for the church and the 
defense conferred immediately with 
Bishop McConnell and it was announced 
that the trial likely would open within 
24 hours. 

The question of admission of lay 
delegates to the annual conferences, 
one of the major internal church prob- 
lems to come before the general con- 
ference, was presented in a resolution 
which was referred to committee. 

The Methodist hymnal, unaltered 
since 1905, would be revised and sing- 
ing of songs “that seem to exalt war” 
excluded by a motion introduced today 
and referred to committee. Chester A. 
Smith, of Peekskill, N. Y., called for a 
hymn book revision commi®tee because 
of the “great change in thought of 
Christian people since 1905, upon war, 
liquor traffic, world and social service.” 
He said the hymnal does not now con- 
tain hymns represenitng the most pro- 
gressive thoughts upon such subjects 

“Songs that seem to exalt peace” and 
passages from the New -Testament in 
responsive readings would be included 
in the new hymnal. 


Bishop Is Accused. 


Formal charges of “maladministration 
and immorality” were filed against 
Bishop Francis J. McConnell, of Pitts- 
burgh, at the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church here late 
today. 

The Rev. George A. Cook, of Wil- 
mington, Del., was the accuser. He 
presented the charges to the secretary 
of the conference. 

In the count alleging. “immorality” 
Bishop McConnell was charged with 
certifying to the record of an annual 
conference, knowing that the journal 
was not a true report of the proceed- 
ings. Alleged utterances by the bishop 
on the theory of evolution also were 
cited as grounds for the -charge of 
“immorality.” 

The count of “maladministration” 
grew out of church trials at which 
Bishop McConnell presided. The cases 
involved men whe had married women 
who had obtained divorces on grounds 
other than adultery. Mr. Cook said 
he would make every effort to force 
Bishop McConnell to trial. 

Bishop McConnell was charged with 
having certified to a false statement to 
hide the evidence of his own guilt in 
the conduct of the annual conference 
at Wilmington, Del.. March 23 to 28, 
1927. - 


Pamphlet Is Cited.

ARMY PLANES TEAR 
“ENEMY” TO SHREDS 


CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1. 


to have by the end of 1932 a total of 
99 attack planes, 158 bombardment 
planes, 429 pursuit planes and 500 ob- 
servation planes with 1,650 officers, 
15,000 enlisted men and 500 reserve 
officers on active duty. 

Today's activities demonstrated not 
only the destructive force of offensive 
aircraft, but also the high stage of 
safety efficiency to which this most 
dangerous of fiying has been carried, 
for in spite of the fact that at times 
nearly 100 planes were in the air at 
once, there was a total of 128 flying 
hours put in by the pilots without a 
single mishap of any kind. 

The day opened with an attack by 
20 tiny pursult planes upon 23 bombers, 
Each group flew in close formation, 
with the tiny pursuit planes looking 
like a swarm of bees at their 8,000 feet 
altitude. The small planes turned their 
noses downward and with a sirenlike 
wail tore through the air at 220 miles 
an hour upon the great bombers, which 
were wheeling gracefully above the field. 

Acrobatics Bring Applause. 

The pursuit planes veered up again 
only to return three or four times. 
Then they changed their form of ma- 
neuver and executed the deadly “pinch” 
attack in which a portion of the flight 
attacks the bombers from above while 
others continue their dive, wheel up- 
ae and attack the bombers from be- 
Ow. 

The fighting was followed by 20 min- 
utes of acrobatic flying, which kept the 
spectators thrilled by the daring and 
skill. The three pilots, Lieuts. W. L. 
Cornelius, J. J. Williams, and I. A. 
Woodring were greeted with rounds of 
applause from their fellow birdmen as 
they, climbed from their cockpits. 

Next a smoke screen of impenetra- 
ble density was thrown across the field 
in front of the spectators and did not 
clear away until the breeze carried it 
out over the boundaries of the field 
still a wall and still opaque. 

When the smoke had cleared three 
planes from the Air Corps Tactical 
School ascended high in the skies and 
dived at a captive observation balloon, 
With machine guns blazing and éngines 
roaring they swooped upon the bag 
and then up again for another dive, 
but their fun was over for the huge 
balloon had burst into flames and had 
drifted to earth, leaving a ‘trail of 
black smoke. 

In addition to a score or more mem- 
bers of Congress the show was viewed 
by representatives of the Diplomatic 
Corps, including Prince de Ligne, the 
Belgian Ambassador; Wing Commander 
Hetherington, British Air Attache, and 
Lieut. Col. Zuloaga, Military Attache 
from Argentina. 

Night Maneuvers Held. 


The throng of visitors was thrilled 


tonight by a formation of fifteen } 


bombers maneuvering above the field 
in the darkness. Ships from the I'wen- 
tieth, Ninety-sixth and Forty-ninth 
Bombardment Squadrons, all stationed 
at Langley Field, flew together with 
their running lights shining like stars. 
The formation dropped a number of 
parachute flares simulating bombs in 
the vicinity of Messick, a short dis- 
tance from the field, so that they 
lighted the skies for miles around.

HE type of hand which troubles 
the skilled Contract bidder most 

faces him when he ig called to 
decide whether to take out partner’s 
uncontested No Trump with a Minor, 
or jump it with a holding with which 
it is obvious that strong arguments 
can be offered on both sides of the 
case. For example, suppose that a 
player has a five-card Minor with two 
of the three top honors, and one or 
more high cards in one or two of the 
other suits, and a worthless singleton. 
Unquestionably the worthless singleton 
in the hand of the partner of a No 
Trumper is an undesirable holding, 
but it is not nearly as great a menace 
as one in the hand of the original No 
Trump bidder. 

Various plans have been suggested to 
meet this situation in Contract The 
simplest one is to bid just as if the 
hand did not contain the additional 
strength. In other words, make the 
same two Club bids with either No. 
1 or No. 2 following:

If this were done, the Club situation 
would be accurately portrayed and: in 


No. 1 the full strength of the hand 
would be shown but in No 2 the full 
strength would be hidden from the 
initial bidder. The No Trumper would 
learn that No. 2 had the Club strength 
it contains; but the additional face 
cards—would be denied. It might be 
that the No Trumper could safely jump 
to game if he knew that the hand had 
a No Trump to jump, and he might 
not dare to do so merely upon the 
strength of the information given by 
the two-Club bid. For ‘that reason 
this scheme has not found favor. 

Another suggested plan is to bid 
three of the Minor when holding the 
type of hand illustrated by No. 2 above; 
but if this scheme were adopted, the 
three-bid of the Minor would not show 
in which suit or suits the side strength 
lay, nor in which suit or suits the Minor 
bidder had the singleton and, unless the 
No Trumper had all of the other three 
suits in good shape, he would be tak- 
ing desperate chances should he bid 
three No Trumps. He might make the 
disagreeable discovery that his defense- 
less suit and his partner’s singleton 
were marked with the same pip. The 
simplest type of bidding, therefore. 
seems to be the soundest; when hold- 
ing a hand like No. 2, jump the No 
Trump and risk the ability of the part- 
ner to take care of the singleton sult 
should it happen to be the one that 
the adversaries*open. In the vast ma- 
jority of the cases he will be able to 
do so.

the Olympic games. 

Navy, which is blessed with many 
more men to pick from than Maryland, 
doubtless will go into the game a fa- 
vorite, although the odds on the Mid- 
shipmen will not be heavy. Neither 
team really has been extended this sea- 
son, the Navy having won all its five 
zames, while Maryland has scored over 
six collegiate foes and also has won a 
practice game by a shutout over the 
L'Hirondelles, of Baltimore, one of the 
best club teams in the game.

Rector says that many of them have 
been brought up in nets and that 
catches on the rod and line are ex- 
pected any day. 

The beach will open for the season 
on Saturday, May 26. By that time, it is 
believed, hardheads will be biting mer- 
rily. Until the grand opening, the train 
schedule will be limited to one train 
a day each way. 

Recent storms played havoc with fish- 
ermen at the beach and adjacent points 
on the bay, according to Mr. Rector. 
Seines were swept away, boats were 
either damaged or carried off, and the 
fishermen themselves experienced some 
anxious hours.

GILBERT SUGGESTS 
TERMS BE REVISED 


Reid States He Can Not See 
ow Lines Can Make Money 
on Agreed Value. 


Ralph D. Fleharty, people's counsel of 
the Public Utilities Commission, in- 
Gorsed and defended the street car 


Merger agreement before the House 
District committee yesterday. How- 
ever, his explanation of why he accept- 
ed the $50,000,000 valuation failed to 
" gatisfy Representative Gilbert (Demo- 
erat), of Kentucky. 

Gilbert said that he would not want 
to go on the floor of the House and 
use Fleharty’s arguments in trying to 
justify a %50,000,000 valuation for ten 
years. The Kentuckian said he had 
' mever been given a “satisfactory” ex- 
planation of this valuation. 

In summing up, Gilbert suggested 
that the traction interests revise ths 
merger agreement, leaving out the $50,- 
000,000 valuation, providing a reduced 
fare for school children, an arbitration 
method for handling disputes between 
the company and the employes, and 
specifying that there shall be a real 
valuation of the bus company. 


Explains Rise in Shares. 


Gilbert dwelt at length on the spec- 
tacular rise in the stock of the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co., particu- 
larly since it has been controlled by the 
North American Co. Fleharty explained 
that this was due to the increased 
earnings of the Potomac Electric Power 
Co., a subsidiary of the Washington 
Railway & Electric Co. 

Gilbert apparently did not think that 
this explanation was_ satisfactory, 
either. He pointed out that the quo- 
tation on the Washington Railway stock 
is now five times what it was in 1921, 
while the earnings of the Potomac 
Electric Power Co. are only double what 
they were in that year. 

In questioning Fleharty about the 
850,000,000 valuation, which would be 
the basis for rates of fare, Gilbert re- 
called that the traction companies 
held originally that their properties 
were worth $62,000,000, later agreeing 
t» lop off $1%,000,000 for the sake of 
the merger. 


Gilbert Is Puzzled. 


Gilbert said he found it difficult to 
understand why the companies should 
now insist on a $50,000,000 valuation for 
ten years if they really believed that 
the properties were worth more than 
that. 

Fleharty said that the company 
heads had explained to him that this 
$50,000,000 valuation was necessary in 
order to satisfy the stockholders of the 
companies. They wanted something 
definite like this, he said, before they 
would consent to the merger. 

But, contended Gilbert, if the com- 
panies could satisfy the stockholders 
that the properties were worth %60,- 
000,000 or more, why insist on a $50,- 
000,000 valuation. Fleharty stood on 
his original explanation. 

Gilbert wanted to know why the 
traction interests were not willing to 
limit the $50,000,000 valuation until 
such time as a new valuation could be 
made, instead of insisting that it run 
for ten years. 


Concession by Companies. 


Fleharty said that the companies felt 
like they were making a “concession” 
in agreeing to a $50,000,000 valuation 
for ten years. 

“But,” said Gilbert, “why do they 
insist on this concession?” 

Fleharty had no answer. He in- 
sisted that the valuation was “fair and 
reasonable;” in fact, that the whole 
Sgreement was fair and reasonable. 

Representative Reid (Republican), of 
Hilinois, questioned Fleharty after Gil- 
bert had concluded, taking him over 
much the same ground Fleharty told 
Reid that he did not see how the 
merged company could make money on 
® $50,000,000 valuation, although the 
men behind the merger felt that it 
would make money. 

In response to a.yuestion by Reid, 
Pleharty said that he didn’t subscribe 
to the belief that the Public Utilities 
Commission lacked power to order a 
half-fare for school children. 


Hanna Asked on School Fares. 


At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Chairman Zihlman called John UH. 
Hanna, president of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co., and asked him to outline his 
attitude toward a reduced fare for 
echool chilldren and a labor clause. 

Hanna said while he personally was 
opposed to a reduced fare for school 
ehildren, the Capital Traction Co. was 
perfectly willing to give the Public 
Utilities Commission the power to order 
such a fare. As a niatter of fact, he 
eaid, the question really was not an im- 
portant one. Nearly all of the children 
in the grade schools, he said, walked 
to school. 

Regarding the proposed labor clause, 
Hanna said that he was not in favor 
of including such a clause in the merger 
agreement. At the present time, he 
sald, the relation between his company 
and its employes was very amicable, and 
nobody had offered any evidence to the 
contrary. Obviously, he said, it was in 
the interests of the traction company to 
maintain this relationship. because, in 
the event of a strike, the company 
would suffer most.

Wife in Soviet Russia 


Sues Here for Alimony 


An alimony tangle, which is the first 
of its kind to arise in the Equity Courts 
here, was taken under advisement yes- 
terday by Justice Peyton Gordon. e 
case involves the right of Mra. Frieda 
Perlmutter, a resident of Odessa, which 
is in Soviet Russia, to collect temporary 
alimony from Benjamin Perlmutter, a

Attorneys Strasburger & Hollander, 
counsel for Perlmutter, raised the, ob- 
jection that even if the court did re- 
quire alimony payments, they could not 
reach Mrs. Perimutter because the 
United States has never pon | recog- 
nized the Soviet republic and hence has 
no Official dealings with that country. 
Furthermore, it was argued, Mrs. Perl- 
mutter is not entitled ‘to alimony any- 
how, because, her husband charged, she 
deserted him after attending a political 
meeting in Odessa in 19 Attorney 
Crandal Mackey appeared for Mrs. Perl- 


mutter, who sued for maintenance. 


BILL TO FORGE PAYMENT 
OF MOTOR TAX DELAYED 


Senate Plans Amendments 
After Hearing on District 
Measure’s Provisions. 


SNOOPER SECTION IS HIT 


The personal property tax on auto- 
mobiles would be paid at the time the 
owner applied for a registration card, 
under the terms of a bill soon to be re- 
ported out by the Senate District com- 
mittee. At present this tax is paid 


in September and March along with}: 


the tax on other personal property. 


The Senate held a hearing on the 
bill yesterday, but postponed action 
until certain proposed amendments 
have been written in. The measure was 
recommended by the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency and is designed to help the Dis- 
trict collect tax money it now is losing. 

Senator Vandenberg (Republican), of 
Michigan, condemned that section of 
the bill which would permit the asses- 
sor to inspect the books and records of 
firms suspected of not having made 
honest returns on tangible or intangi- 
ble property. 

He referred to as the “snoopers’ 
section,” and said that the taxpayers 
would have good reason to offer violent 
objection to it. Tax Assessor William 
P. Richardson agreed with him, but 
Thomas F. Murphy, investigator of the 
Bureau of Efficiency, defended the sec- 
ie It was he who first suggested it. 

iscussing the proposed change in the 
method of collecting the personal’ tax 
on automobiles, Murphy said the Dis- 
trict is losing about $70,000 a year on 
this tax at present. Richards agreed 
with him, and said that only about 55 
per cent of car owners pay the tax. 
Senators Capper, Sackett, Blaine and 
Vandenberg . questioned Murphy at 
length on this provision of the bill, and 
in the end all seemed to favor It. 

Another provision of the bill would 
require that the returns on personal 
property be filed in July instead of 
March and that the tax be paid in July 
and January instead of September and 
March. 

An amendment offered by Murphy 
would authorize the Commissiogers to 
call on the District Supreme Court to 
compel persons to swear to the value of 
their personal property.

TESTIMONY FROM 25 
PRESENTED BY STATE 


New York Firearms Expert 
and Baltimore Police Offi- 
cial Go on Stand. 


After the State rested its case in the 
preliminary hearing yesterday for 
Samuel T. Robertson, Bethesda build- 
ing contractor, charged with the mur- 
der of Edwin L. Mills, Montgomery 
County farmer, Attorney Stedman 
Prescott, representing Robertson, ap 
parently surprised Judge Samuel Riggs, 
and the large crowd assembled in the 
courtroom by requesting the court to 
hold his client for grand jury action 
in order that he may obtain an early 
trial and final disposition of the case. 

Dramatically addressing Judge Riggs 
after the State had presented the tes- 
timony of 25 witnesses, Prescott said: 

“I desire to ask that my client be 
held for grand jury action, and I, want 
to tell your honor and he public that 
he denies killing, or having anything 
to do with the killing of Mills. I also 
want to tell the public that the reason 
of my request is that | want my client 
to have as early a trial as possible; 
earlier than he would have if he were 
released now to await the regular 
terms of court.” 


Can Call Jury Any Time. 


Judge Riggs then said Robertson 
would be held for the grand jury. 

The Montgomery County grand jury 
which was sworn in at the January 
term of the Circuit Court is a continu- 
ing body until the next regular term 
of the court in Novemrber as is also the 
petit jury, and may be convened in a 
Special session at any time upon the 
call of Judge Robétt B. Peter. The 
petit jury is under the same judicial 
control. Court officials said they are 
of the belief that Judge eter will call 
a special session of the grand jury at 
an early date in order to clear the wav 
for a prompt disposition of the Rob- 
ertson case. 

The State’s outstanding witness yes- 
terday was Maj. Calvin Goddard, of 
New York, who said he was expert in 
firearms; having studied them since he 
was 15 years old. He said he had fur- 
nished testimony as an expert in the 
Hall-Mills case in New Jersey and in 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case in Massachu- 
setts, besides various other important 
criminal cases. 


Tes..fies as to Weapons, 


He produced the two automatic pis- 
tols and certain shells and bullets that 
have figured in the Robertson: case. 
Saying that he had made microscopic 
examinations of them, and that it was 
his conclusion that marks on the bul- 
let found in Mills’ body were entical 
to those made on bullets fired from 
the pistol surrendered to. the police 
by Robertson as his »~roperty. but that 
the cartridge shell bor. evidence of 
having been idented by the firing pin 
of the pistol Robertson claimed he 
took away fron. Wilson Trout during 
their fight on the night of March Il 

Trout previously had testified that 
he never had owned that or any other 
pistol. Maj. Goddard took the wo 
pistols apart and demonstrated to the 
court how the barrel of one could be 
substituted for the barrel of the other. 
Both pistols are identical in make and 
caliber. The prosecution has claimed 
Robertson owned both. 


Baltimor® Police Official on Stand 


Goddard went into detail as to how 
pisto] barrels are bored and how identi- 
fication of bullets is possible by means 
of markings on them when fired 
through a particular barrel. Replying 
to a question by Attorney Prescott he 
admitted a pistol barrel may make a 
different markins upon each bullet 
fired througi: it. 

In addition to Goddard, Capt. Charles 
H. Burns, of the Baltimore polive de- 
partment, testified as to questioning 
Robertson on April 16 and 17, when 
the latter was taken to Baltimore after 
his arrest at Bethesda April 16. “de 
testified he required wtobertson to wriie 
a dictated duplicate of the typewritten 
note found pinned on Mills clothing 
after he was shot, on Robertson’s type- 
writer that he had taken to him from 
Bethesda. He described a sameness in 
the abbreviations and misspelling of 
certain words after Robertson com- 
pleted the duplicate. 

Chief of Police Alvie Moxley and 
Patrolman Roy Bodmer, of the Mont- 
gomery County police, testified to con- 
versations they had with Robertson. 
Louis E Marr, of New York, -estified 
that he is an expert photographer of 
handwriting typewriting and firearms, 
and that he had made photographs of 
certain shells and bullets furnished 
him by Maj. Goddard.
